War is 
no new tiling; though 1*8 aspects may 
change, it is at bottom eve* Hie .same 
Though we have tried to govern it b) 
laws, they have all been broken. War 
touches women very closely, in that 
il makes them Suffer both mentally 
and materially, Nothing can exceed 
the menial agony of the mother, who 
is called upon to sacrifice herself not 
ome, but day by day continually 
Even those women who are not dir- 
ectly touched by war reel it indirectly, 
The love of race which often slum- 
bers in 'limes of peace is aroused in 
all our hearts in war; we become 
brothel's indeed. 

Woman's instincts are al«ayp 
averse to war, firstly, because 
she is the guardian of life. Man 
is disposée! lo destroy, if he be- 
lieves that he (iocs 60 in the interest* 
of progress, or he believes thai be 
can cue something better; but wo- 
man feels that it is ea-niev to destroy 
than to create, and therefore she hesi- 
tate.-. Hers is the role of guardian 
in society as in the home. Human 
lire is virtually her creation ; she 
shrinks from exposiug it \o destruc- 
tion, except In the last extremity. 
When .'he is consulted on questions of 
peace nnd war, war will ate. 

Then woman is more deeply Qh Ha- 
itian than man. Sho is so by nature, 
land by education. The average no- 
• man relies more on her heart than on 
.her brain. Yet it is true that though 
woman is averse lo war, one finds 
her in civil war and even in work- 
men's ■ nkes. There are heroines of 
war. of whom Jeanne d'Arc is the 
most striking example. But woman 
is only round in war when it is against 
unjust oppression, for oppression di- 
minishes life. Woman is the heroine 
of resistance and defence. Women, 
like men, are brave, hut in a different 
way. Woman's courage is passive; 
man's is active. There Is no difrer- 
ence; one is as fine as the other, hut 
woman's courage is always exercised 
ltd save life. There are many exam- 
ples from Joan of Arc to Madeleine do 
IVercbercs which prove this. The wo- 
men who carry ou>, their daily duties 
! In cellars in bombarded towns are 
Aery bra>e. Woman iR the SOldler or 
;life, while man Is the soldier of death 
Woman's role in war time Is to serve, 
to stirrer and to pray. She looks 
arter the combatants, makes munitions 
in Ihe rnelorles and military Uniforms, 
i She also cares for the personal com- 
, fin of 'ihe men. nnd even Tor their 
moral comfort. In France there la a 
.• 'em of "marraines" by which a wo- 
man who has nn near rrlat i w at the 
Avar, but who would like to help, 
i adopt* a soldier to whom she writer 
regularly. Women teplace men in 
war lime, in bank«\ In govrrnmrni 
jnfrices. In Ihe street car service, n.n 

V carpenters nnd masons. There is 

ii'.'.blng meritorious in this; it is only 
natural. In the war against death, 
the Red Cross Society is an army r»r 
women for the saving of life. In 
fiance all nurses, whether profes- 
sional or voluntary, work Without any 
' remuneration w hatevei. except their 
food and lodging. Women look arter 
I the refugees from Itelgium and the 
j Nort h or France. They find familial 
ito adopt the orphans, thus caring fur 
jlhe human life of the riiture. Tiny 
also undertake lo care for prisoners 
of war. In Prance many women air 
marrying the mutilated soldlrm re- 
turned from the war; this they do 
.hat human life may cqntinnc. .Ml 
women suffer because of war. tho: r 
of the enemy as well as our own 
Suffenn: makes a human heme hrtte; 
nnd broader, if it is borne in silence 
There must be no complaining, some 
nne has said that victory will be to 
that nation whloh can endura one- 
quarter of an hour longer than the 
Other, The women muet be cheerful;

Now Recovering 



Life in billets in France is described 
in a picturesque manner by Sapper 
Eric M. Des Brisay. Sci. '16. in a let- 
ter just received wt the University. 
Sapper Dcb Brisay writes under date 
of February 14: 

"1 received your card before Christ- 
mas, but have nol had time lo write 
you a letter in reply. We do not get 
much time to write, and so I have 
kept putting it off. 

"At present our brigade is out of 
the trenches for the first time since 
we arrived. We are back at a rest 
camp for three weeks, and are bitu- 
atcd on a hill with a grand view of 
the country around. We have billeted 
ourselves wherever we like, and I am 
in a house with five others. Wc have 
our rations cooked by the woman, and 
live here for two francs (40c) a week , 
each. There arc five kids, and all the 
boys smoke, even the one of five. 
Think of a kid in Canada of !l getting 
out a cigarette When doing his home- 
work! All the family help this one 
with hi3 lessons, and lie sure has to 
learn them, ihe old lady keeps the] 
house as clean as a whistle, and is on 
the go all the time. They think we 
arc lazy, because we sleep from !l t il 
8. Wc have very little work to do. 
and I only so on from 4 p.m. till 12 
every second day. The kids pick up 
English readily, and our meagre 
French enables us to converse all 
right. Flemish is the language they 
use amongst themselves, and it Is 
much .like English. If you add "en" 
on to every word and change "d" to 
"t" once in a while, you ran probably 
make headway. 

"This country ts very pretty, and 
far morn prosperous looking than 
what we saw in England. 

"1 have seen Merrill, Lylc Fraser. 
Ford Mathers and all those fellows in 
the P. P.C. L.I. quite of\eu. Their 
brigade relieved outs a week a.go. 
Merrill was looking ihe picture of 
health, and one of Ihe Gibsons is so 
big 1 had bo holler to make him bear 
me. I see Maurice Busby (Med. '17» 
from time to time. n« well as the rest 
of the 6th Field Ambulance. 

"The 29th Battalion from Vancou- 
ver is in our brigade, and I quite 
often see Alf Banham. Dud Durrani. 
Mark Grimmett (McGill. B.C.), and 
others. Dad Owen was killed a few 
weeks ago while out In No Man's 
i,and at daybreak, His rather i« 
chaplain of our brigade and always 
reads us our sermon whenever wc 
have a service. 

"It is always the same here with 
each side just living 1n the trenches 
for their six days. There is quite a 
le/, of artillery fire, and always a lot 
of acroplnnes up when the weather is 
line."

arc you taking Law — and you Medicine — and you 
Academic V Would this •'stump" you for a sensible answer or 
would you be obliged to admit that you have permitted some other 
influence than reason to determine the college in which you are 
enrolled? Many of us have followed the course of least resist- 
ance. We arc taking Law because father was a lawyer or Medi- 
cine because bmther-in-law is a doctor, or Academic because of no 
reason at all. Probably very few students make any conscious 
effort to find out for themselves what work is the best suited to 
their abilities and likes, and consequently venture into the field 
that seems most attractive in the college bulletins or for other 
equally weak reasons. 

The logical result is that many students find themselves en- 
tirely out of harmony with their college course after they have 
spent several semesters or years in the University. A case* comes 
to mind of a man who registered in the School of Mines three years 
ago last fall, and has only realized his mistake the last semester. 
He is now. taking Academic, after having practically wasted three 
and a half years attempting to interest himself in a department for 
which he has no natural taste. 

This is probably an extreme case, but there are many other 
students who arc in somewhat the same predicament. It would 
seem to be almost too much of a handicap to expect success in a 
field of work unsuited to the individual since he must encounter 
others who have the same training with a natural facility added. 

There is some particular work to which you arc the best fit- 
ted. Are you trying to discover what that proper sphere should belqut 
or are you trusting that chance may direct you aright? You may 
dislike to change your course now, you may think that it is too 
late, but would it not be better than spending the rest of your life 
trying to adjust yourself to a mistaken ambition? 

These words from the Minnesota Daily are only too applicable 
to many students of almost every university. There is such a 
little real thought behind the choice of a student in pitching on a 
course in some cases, that an inevitable waste of talent is the re- 
sult. It would not be hard to find strivers for that frail bread- 
winner, a B.A., who would do themselves and their country infi- 
nitely more service by becoming chauffeurs. 

At McGil!. especially in an Arts course, there is very little co- 
operation between professors and students in the choice of a 
course, while BUch co-operation would, wo feel sure, in many cases 
be the making of the individual concerned. A student who ap- 
plies for advice to one professor knows beforehand that before he ! 
leaves the sanctum he will be thoroughly imbued or submerged 
with the idea, temporarily only, that that professor's subject is 
what he (the student) was brought into the world to pursue. The s

These traitor Dukes have each, as 
already ah own. three English titles ; 
each quarters the arms of England on 
his shield (a blot on our national 
scutcheon): each has a right v.o sit in 
the House of Lords at Westminster, 
and each stands in due aucceSBlon to 
England's Crown. As in the days of 
chivalry, these men could he attained, 
outlawed, or struck off the roll of 
Peers by procedure of Parliament 
Garter King of Arms could be empow- 
ered by the Earl Marshal '„o remove 
them entirely— not partially, as h- 
been done— from the rolls at Herald's 
College. Their letters patent of no- 
bility could, in common Justice, bi 
treated like a scrap of paper. But vo 
do so and leave others in possession 
of their privileges and honors would 
scarcely be fair. 

Of these othors, there is, to begin 
With, the Hun Kaiser himsrlf and all 
his tribe. He. as the eldest son of 
eu Victoria's eldest daughter, 
stands in succession — though not so 
near as be would like— 1o the throne 
of England. Next there is the Grand 
Duke of Hesse, only surviving son of 
Queen Victoria's second daughter, 
Alice, and also with bis children In tbe 
British line of succession. He is in 
the field againat us. though three of 
his four surviving sisters are heartily 
wuii us — the Czarina, the Grand 
Duchess Sergiua of Russia, and tbe 
Princess Louis of Battenbcrg.

- "The fcllahiu are essential, for these 
peasants combine with na-turc to give 
us our wealth. I waa interested in 
tbem and gave my time and thought 
to bettering their lot when I was 
Prince Hussein, the country gentle- 
man. I would prefer to be 3till Priuce 
Hussein. Aud if I am now SuKan, It 
is because I felt it my duty not to re- 
fuso tiie call that came so urgently to 
me to extend my paternal interest be- 
yond the confines of my ow n estates 
\o tbe fellahiu of all Egypt. The in- 
terest of my country has always come 
before iny own interest." 

Tete-a-Tete with Saltan. 

The Sultan rose and made a gesture 
lo signify that the luxury of the Pal- 
ace of Abdin meant nothing 'lo ban.

Greece and Bulgaria and 
contrast them with Turkey. 

"The greatest object lesson in the 
world to tbe sentimentalist on the 
question of preserving the Integrity of 
the Ottoman Empire is to go hy train 
from Vienna to Constantinople. You 
pass 'through Hungary. Serbia and 
Bulgaria, countries that have success- 
fully shaken off tbe Turkish yoke, and 
you see fine cities, rich fields, and 
bappy people. 

"Cross the frontier Into Turkey, the 
old frontier 1 mean, and at Mustapha 
Pacha you begin to see decadence iu 
the filth, the uncultivated fields, 'Lhe 
it makeshift bouses constructed or pe- 
troleum tins. Go from Alexandria to 
Smyrna and contrast those two ports. 
If the Oermans believe thaii we Egyp- 
tians welcome the idea of a return 
to Turkish rule, that we are going to

Were this not so, 1 should resign im- 
mediately. Let me tell you that while 
almost all the princes of my house 
accepted service under Abdul Hamid 
at Constantinople, I never brought 
myself to do so. Being loyal and sin- 
cere myself by nature, I can work 
only with those who are loyal and 
sincere. 

"At the age of 64. alter a life-long 
know ledge of the English, I consented 
to work with ;hem for the regenera- 
tion of my country, for the fulfilment 
of the vondeiiul dreams for Egypi 
and ber people that have come to me 
from my august ancestor, the founder 
of my house, 

"And Just oue word in conclusion. I 
want all the world to know 'ihat the 
EgypUana are a race of possibilities 
like their country. There in keen Joy 
in working for them; for my people 
are intelligent and industrious, and 
w ell deserve all the sacrifice that one 
can make for their benefit."

Dr. Corbet slated 
that, a3 the men were wounded, they 
are looked after on the spot as well as 
conditions will permit, and then sent 
back to tbe field ambulance, where 
they receive further treatment, Irom 
which point they arc again transfer- 
red to the main station, where they 
arc again looked after, and then sent, 
by trains, to the hospitals, where they 
come under the careful supervision of 
the nurses. "And," he added, "the 
nurses In this war arc doing a great 
work. Our own Canadian uurscs are 
the equal of any." 

"We need many things over there," 
be stated. "So far, the war Is in our 
favor, yet we need two men for every 
one of the enemy: two guns for every 
one they have, and two rounds of am- 
munition for every round they pos- 
sess. 

"Every man,'' he added, "owes a 
duty to bis country, his King, and bis 
Government, and he has a right to ac- 
cept this responsibility, especially 
when the life of his country is at 
stake.

WOMEN AVERSE TO WAR 



Women of Prance arc Taking 
the Place of the Men at 
Home. 



Vcsterday afternoon, Mile, Greterin 
Spoke before the Alumuac Society on 
the subject, "Ce que les Femmes pen- 
bi in Uo la gun-re." It was a most in- 
spiring a iid touching address, ami all 
who beard lier were deeply interested 
mid moved. Mile. Greterin Bpoki o( 
women in general, but naturally of 
French women m particular. War is 
no new thing; though its aspects may 
change, it is at bottom over tin- same, 
Though we have tried to govern it bj 
law.':, they have all been broken. War 
louches women very closely, in that 
it. makes them suffer both mentally 
ami materially, Nothing can exceed 
the mental agony of the mother, who 
is called upon to sacrifice herself not 
once, but day by day continually 
Even those women who are not dir- 
ectly touched by war feel it Indirectly. 
The love of race which often slum- 
lies in •iimes of peace is aroused in 
all our hearts in war; wc become 
brothers indeed. 

Woman's instincis arv always 
averse to war. fitstlj, because 
she is the guardian of life. Man 
lis disposed to destroy, if hr be- 
lieves that he does so In the interests 
of progress, or he believes that he 
.can give something better; but (so- 
man feels that it is easier lo destroj 
than to create, and therefore she hesi- 
tates. Hers is the role of guardian 
in society as in the home. Human 
life if* virtually her creation ; she- 
bunks from exposing it ",o destruc- 
tion, except In the last extremity. 
When she is consulted on questions of 
peace and war. war will die. 

Then woman is mom deeply Chris- 
tian than man. She is so by nature, 
ami by education, The average wo- 
man relies more on her heart than on 
lier brain. Yet it is true that though 
woman |s averse to war. one finds 
her in civil war and even in work- 
1 men's «rikes. There arc heroines of 
war, or whom Jeanne d'Are is the 
most striking example, lint unman 
la only found in war when it is against 
unjust oppression, for oppression di- 
minishes life. Woman is the heroine 
of resistance and defence. Women, 
like men. are brave, but in a different 
»ay. Woman's courage is passive; 
man'* is active, There is no diffrr- 
jence; one is as fine as the other, but 
I woman's courage is always exercised 
'■I save life. There are many exam- 
ples from Joan of Are to .Madeleine de 
^'crchercs which prove this. Tin un 
nun who carry oui their daily duties 
; in cellars in bombarded towns are 
very brai e. Woman is the soldier or 
life, while man Is the soldier of death 
Woman's role in war time la to serve, 
m suffer and to pray. she looks 
after the combatants, makes munition! 
In the raclories and military uniforms, 
She also cares for the personal com- 
fort or the men. and even Tor their 
moral comfort. In Prance there is a 
BJ -tern of "marraines" by which a wo- 
man who has no near relative nl the 
Wat, bin who would like to help, 
adopta a soldier to whom she writes 
regularly. Women replace men in 
war Urne, in bank', in governmenl 
offices, in the street ear service, even 

as carpenters and masons, There i<- 

BOtbtng meritorious in this; it is onlj 
natural, In the war against death, 
the lied Cross Society is an army of 
women ror the saving u' i re. in 
Prance all nuises, whether profes- 
sions] or voluntary, work without any 
rf.rnuncra.tlon whatevei. except tbel 
food and lodging Women look after 
the rcrugees from llelglum and the 
North or l"ram c. They rind families 
to adopt ihe orphans, thus caring fur 
the human life of the future. They 
also undertake lo eare for prisoners 
Of war In Prance many women ate 
marrying the mutilated soldiers re- 
turned from the wat ; this they do 

Ml 
women suffer because of war. thn: e

Life in billets in Frame is described 
in u picturesque manner by Sapper 
Eric M, Des Unsay. Sci. 'Hi, in a let- 
ter just received ait the University. 
Sapper Des Brisay writes under date 
of February 14 : 

"I received your raid before Christ- 
mas, but have not had time, to write 
you a letter in reply. We do noi get 
much time to write, and so I bine 
kept punting it off. 

"At present our brigade is out of 
the trenches tor the first time since 
wc arrived. We are back at a rest 
camp for three weeks, and ate situ- 
ated on a hill with a grand view of 
the country around. We have billeted 
ourselves wherever wc like, and I am 
in a house with five others. We have 
our rations cookcU by the woman, and 
live here for two francs (40c) a week 
each. There arc live kids, and all the 
boys smoke, even the one of five, 
't hink of a kid in Canada of 9 getting 
out a cigatct'le when doing his home- 
work! All the family help this one 
with his lessons, and he sure has to 
learn them. The old lady keeps the 
house as (lean as a whistle, and is on 
the go all the Unie. 'I hey think w e 
arc lazy, because we sleep nom !l t .11 
S. We have very little work to do, 
and I only ko on from 4 p.m. till 12 
every second day. The kids pick up 
Cnglisb readily, and our meagre 
French euablcs us to converse all 
right. Flemish ia the language they 
use amongst themselves, and it Is 
much. like English. If you add "en ' 
on to every word and change "d" to 
"t" once in a while, you can probably 
make headway. 

"This country is very pretty, and 
far more prosperous lookiug than 
what we saw in [England. 

"I have seen Merrill. Lyle Prasef, 
Ford Mathers and all those fellows in 
the P. P. C.L.I, quite oP.eu. Their 
brigade relieved ours a week ago. 
Merrill was looking the picture of 
health, and one of the Gibsons Is so 
big 1 had to holler to make him hear 
me. I see Maurice Busby (Med. I7i 
from ttme to time, as well as the rest 
of the Gth Field Ambulance. 

"The 29th Battalion from Vancou- i 
ver is in our brigade, and I quite i 
often see Alf Ilanbaui. Dud liurrant.| 
Mark Grtmmetl (McGill, B.C.i, and 
others. Dad Owen was killed a few 
weeks ago while out in No Man's 
Land at daybreak. His father is 
chaplain or our brigade and always 
reads US our sermon whenever wc 
have a service. 

"It Is always the same here with 
each side just living 1n the trenches 
for their six days. There is quite a 
loi of artillery rite, and always a lot 
of aeroplanes up when the weather i* 
line."

enrolled? Many of us have followed the course of least resist- 
ance. We are taking Law because father was a lawyer or Medi- 
cine because brother-in-law is a doctor, or Academic because of no 
reason at all. Probably very few students make any conscious 
effort to find out for themselves what work is the best suited to 
their abilities and likes, and consequently venture into the field 
that seems most, attractive in the college bulletins or for other 
equally w eak reasons.

I have met them every- 
where in Europe, and 1 have seen 
many of them in Egypt. 1 like their 
unreserved, democratic ways, and I 
admire the Amtrican energy aud per- 
severance.

" I have experienced various for- 
tunes," he continued. "1 have bad my 
period of exile. Whatever my lot, I 
bave supported it with dignity, honor 
and resignation. It i3 all the same 
to me. As Prince Hussedn 1 was freer 
and happier. I bad not all these cares 
and responsibilities, and a burden of 
work that never ceasc«. 

"But when Turkey entered the war, 
could I refuse? Could I. a prince of 
the house of Mohammed All. stand by 
and refuse to do my part In prevent- 
ing the destruction of the work for 
\he regeneration of the Egyptians that 
had been so gloriously begun by my 
Immortal grandfather? 

"Until Mohammed All came, the 
Turkish domination was a curse to 
Egypt. It has been a blight to every 
! lund subjugated and held for long by 
I the Osmanlis. I/)ok at countries like 
! Roumanla. Greece and Bulgaria and 
I contrast tbem w ith Turkey. 

"The greatest object lesson in tbe 
world to the sentimentalist on the 
question of preserving tho integrity of 
the Ottoman Empire is to go by tmin 
from Vienna to Constantinople. You 
pass through Hungary, Serbia and 
Bulgaria, countries that have success- 
fully sbakcu off tbe TurkiBb yoke, and 
you see fine cities, rich fields, and 
happy people. 
"Cross the frontier Into Turkey, the 



lise up and gr^t tbem as liberators 
when they couio with their motley 
bordes to attack us. they have lost 
their reasoning faculty, their i>owcr 
of seeing things as they are." 

"The German newspapers say." I 
remarked, "that the Egyptians are so 
eager to get rid of the English, espe- 
cially since tbe protectorate was es- : 
tablisbed. that the country Is seething 
with sedition and 'that every Moslem 
will welcome the armies of the Kna- 

nr." 

English a Ule^ing to Egypt. 

"So much the better for us. If the 
Gormaus delude themselves and the 
Turks with any such wild notion. I-Aor 
it will bring them on and help tq hast- 
en their downfall. But, because you 
arc writing for the great and intelli- 
gent American public, I am willing to 
state openly that we Egyptlaus look 
on the English as friends and defend- 
ers. We know that we should have 
been los-i last year had not the En- 
glish come to our help. The English 
have been in the past what they cer- 
tainly arc now— a blessing to Egynt. 

" I am certainly gratified with the 
measures that bave been taken for the 
defence of my country and my people. 
More than that, I am conrident in the 
efficacy of those measures. You may 
rest assured that Great Britain, for 
the sake of her colonial empire, will 
make a supreme effort to protect the 
Suez Canal aud defend Egypt. She 
will not stop at any sacrifice of men 
or money, l'or this is vital. I have 
not the slightest apprehension, I tell 
you frankly, ciUier of foreign invasion 
or internal unrest." 

"And what does Your Highness hope 
for Jie fuliirc of Egypt'." I asked. 

Tho Sultan smiled. 

"Your queatiou Is capable of several

Later on, Dr. Corbet stated, be bad 
been transferred, at bis own request, 
to a Canadian field battery nearer the 
front. Dr. Corbet expressed his firm 
conviction, and the conviction of many 
others, that the Canadians will stand 
comparison with the troops of any 
of the belligerent nations, and that uo 
part of the British Empire has done 
better than Canada. Dr. Corbet stated 
that be bad come through several 
bombardments aud tbe sensation is 
not half 30 bad as some think. The 
greatest music to the soldiers' cars Is 
that of their own guns.

Sultanate under British protection had 
I not been loyal to and sympathetic, 
with that great liberal nation with 
whom I am glad lo work for the prog- 
ress of my people, economic as well 
as moral. Long and intimate experi- 
ence bas tuught me that the British 
arc the true friends uf my people and i 
my raruily. 

"I have been Sultan now for more 
than a year, and I bavo found tbe 
heads of -ihc British Government and 
their delegates here, with whom I am 
in intimate daily touch, loyal to me 
aud lo Egypt. I shall continue to 
work wiib them as long as they will 
believe in my loyalty and sincerity. 
Were this not so, I should resign Im- 
mediately. Let me tell you that while 
almost nil the princes of my house 
accepted service under Abdul Hainid 
at Constantinople. I never brought 
myself to do so. Being loyal and sin- 
cere myself by nature, I can work 
only with those who are loyal and 
sincere. 

"At the age of 61, after a life-long 
knowledge of the English, I consented 
to work with them for tbe regenera- 
tion of my country, ror tbe fulfilment 
of the wonderful dreams for Egypi 
and ber people that have come to me 
from my august ancestor, the founder 
of my house. 

"And Just one word in eoncluiiou 
want all tbe world to know that tbe 
Egyptians are a race of possibilities 
like their country. There If) keen Joy 
in working for them; for my people 
are Intelligent and industrious, and 



red to the main station, where they 
arc again looked after, and then sent, 
by trains, to the hospitals, where they 
come under the careful supervision of 
the nurses. "And." be added, "the 
nurses In this war arc doing a great 
work. Our own Canadian uurscs are 
the equal of any.'' 

"We need many things over there," 
be stated. "So far, the war is In our 
favor, yet wc need two men for every 
one of tbe enemy ; two guns for every 
one they have, aud two rounds of am- 
munition for every round they pos- 
sess. 

"Every man," he added, "owes a 
duty to his country, bis King, and bis 
Government, and he has a right to ac- 
cept this responsibility, especially j 
w hen the life of bis country is at I 
stake. It is time now that all come 
and do their part and aid in the de- 
fence of the British Empire. Canada 
has paid the price and has paid H 
dearly, und Belgium tells its own tale. 

"Wc have a right to be proud of 
those who have already gone aud 
those wbo will yet go. About one huu- 
dred years ago, under circumstances 
not quite the same, but not altogether 
dissimilar. Patrick Henry coined the 
famous phrase. 'Give me liberty or 
give me death,' and," he concluded, 
"death Is preferable auy time to be- 
ing ground under an oppressor's 
heel."

DESTROYED BY GERMANS 



Louvain University liad Library 
Containing Many Rare and 
Important Manuscripts. 



The fiiirt of the scries Of Trask Lec- 
tures was delivered ou .March i'nd at 
Princeton University by Prof. Paul J. 
J. Van den Ven, r». Phil, et U, of u>u- 
vain. who spoke on " Tbc University of 
Lou.di:i." from its foundation in 1125 
lo i j. i-ieseut day. ues-cribiug the life 
t ... : llveralty in ncluu times, nnd 
touching on its tlcstiuuiou !«y the 
German;, m August. 191 i 

"If tbe German authorities tbougbt 
it would be possible to weaken the 
l'esistaiK'i. of the Belgian people by 
deetrvylns Luu\ain. tbc country's in- 
tellectual centre, tbey made a mistake 
in not taking account of the past. Tbe 
Spanish, the Austrfans, the French, 
and the Dutch ha\c In turn yielded to 
tbc Belgian spirit of freedom, despite 
the fact that they in ibeir time at- 
tempted also to coerce Louxain. then 
as now the scat of the country's most 
ardent patriotism. Tbc destruction of 
Loirvain has made it a rallying point 
for all sincere minds in whom there is 
tiny regard tor justice and right." said 
the lecturer. "Louvuin's past Is the 
best guarantee of its future: it will 
arise from ita ruins through the 
world-wide sympathy engendered for 
it by Its catastrophe," 

Dr, Van den Ven theu took up the 
history of the University, emphasizing 
particularly it., importance in the na- 
tional and intellectual life of Belgium, 
whose first manifestation may be said 
to have appeared when Louvain was 
founded, lie followed by a description 
of tbe old academic rulings of the Uni- 
vertity. which were based on the rul- 
ings of the ancient Universities of 
Paris and Vienna. Among the famous 
student* of the University at that time 
were Erasmus, Adrien of Utrecht, af- 
terwards Pope Adrien VI., Jansenius, 
Vesale, and Justus LipslUt, Conse- 
quently Loinain played a most im- 
portant pari (n the Rcnnalssanee, 
especially in literature, at the begin- 
ning of tbe 16th century, 

Tiir University of recent years, 
which was rc-cstabliihed in 1S34. was 
next described by tbe lecturer. At the 
time of its destruction Louvain had 
3,00" students, a faculty of 1 30 mem- 
bers, and i.-.nicd Ho periodicals. The 
i nireraity library was In the famous 
t'loth Hall, built in 1317, and burned 
by the Germans, and contained from 
3SO,000 to 300,000 volumes. In addi- 
tion, the Hall, which was considered 
one of the most magnificent library 
buildings in the world, contained 500 
rare manuscripts, 800 incunabula, nnd 
numerous paintings and engravings of 
great \ alue as sources for the study of 
French and Belgian history. Dr. Van 
den Ven concluded w ith a description 
of tbc life of the students there before 
I he w ar.

No 
male students were allowed to attend 
the mectiug. 

It is proposed to make the affair 
permanent and the proceedings of 
each year traditional among the stu- 
dents.

The Fintisb Admiralty last week of 
finally made public the Admiralty 'a 
orders to armed merchantmen, given 
on October - n . 1915 The orders say 
the armament of such vessels most 
be used solely for resisting an attack 
by an anned vessel and for no cher 
purpose. As British submarines and 
! aircraft arc ordered not to approach 
merchantmen, the orders say. tlie ap- 
proach to a British merchantman or 
a stibmarinc is to be regarded as done 
with a hostile intention.

FIRST TORPEDOES. 

The first navy lo use torpedoes WM 
the Austrian. Although ihe a. lual in- 

ventor ot the modern weapon. Robert 
Whitehead, was an Englishman, be 
originally got the idea from an Office! 
in the Austrian navy. The Austrian's 
idea was to construct an ordinary sort 
of clockwork boat, and render ll dan 
gerous by loading ihe front of the ves- 
sel wilh a charge Of some explosive, 

lie mentioned the idea to Whitehead, 

who was then living In Austria, and 
he. seeing Ihe vast possibilities of the 
Idea, at once set to work to [m pro VI 
it. At the end of two years Ot B0 I" 
had produced a rough sort of torpedo, 
on Ihe lines of the modern one. This 
firpi weapon did not work properly, 
and after running a little distance, 
sank. At last, however, workable on«s 
were produced, and Whitehead sold 
them lothe Austrian navy. Bittice then, 
of course, other navies have adopted 
the torpedo, and his name has he- 
conic famous.
